Heavy show ers last night and 
in the early m orning left the out 
field a bit soft and the ground a- 
long the foul lines soggy, but the 
covered infield was in top con­ 
dition. 
Mickey M antle, injured Yankee 
center fielder, 
was not in the 
starting lineup due to a pulled 
muscle in his right leg. 
Irv Noren w ent to center field 
in his place w ith Elston Howard 
in left. M anager Casey Stengel 
also named veteran Phil Rizzuto, 
playing his ninth series, as his 
starting shortstop. 
Dodger M anager W alter Alston 
stuck w ith the lineup he announc­ 
ed last Sunday. Carl Furillo, who 
missed a couple of days of pre­ 
series practice w ith a cold and 
sinus trouble, 
took 
his regular 
place in right field. 
Asked about M antle's condition 
Stengel, “He said he couldn’t tell 
me until game tim e if it would 
be possible to play, so — th a t’s 
the lineup.”
